Washington, Oct. 22, 

American officials today were 
openly dismayed — over the 
French-Vietnam split) in Indo- 
China, fearing that it would 
Joopardise the successful 
prosecution of the anti- 
Communist war which Washing- 
ten has been Jed to believe was 
moving Into a successful ‘phase, 

The decision of the Govern- 
ment of Vietnum, the largest of 
the, three anti-Communist native 
States in Indo-China, to refuse 
participation in the French 
Union upparently caught Ameri- 
can oMcinis' by surprise. 

Key State Department officials 
met hurriedly this morning to 
study -- the -- suddenly —-changed 
situation. They had hoped that 
with the latest infusion‘ of 
American ald plus the dynamic 
iplans of General Henri E. 
Navarre to carry tha fight to 
the Vietminh, organised Red 
resistance. in Indo-China could 
be broken by the end of 1954,

_ A Broad Principle 


1 think you will agree with 
me that here's a_ broad princl- 
ple which we ought to work on 
in our families. This ‘principle 
fneludes avgiding family con- 
versations about our discom- 
forts, hard Juck and inconveni- 
ences, hoping our children 
would follow this example. 
Nor should we talk about 
persons not present, except to 
ray good things about them. 
Parents are’ unwise to talk of 
persons they dan’'t Itke, {0 
make fun of them, or belittle 
their property, or anything 
they possess or hold dear, It 
would of course be wrong to 
speak unkindly of their religious 
beliefs and practices, - 


Very carly, we want to lead 
the child in learning: that we 
don’t talk ‘about some things at 
the dinner table which = we 
miyzht speak of elsewhere; that - 
we don’t talk nbout some 
things when we have guests, 
which we might speak of 
among ourselves; that we don’t 
talk about things before some 
members of the family which 
wo might talk about with 
others, : 


We can't casily classify 
the child the subjects wh 
we choose to talk about or not, 
at certain tlmes or places.

Loarning Discrimination

remarks at meals, even before 
guests, which are shocking to 
adults :who don't understand..
